Cuhada.” He snya‘that on quite a modest 
computation fully 180 persons must have 
been employed on the work, and in round 
figures he puts the cost down at £10,000. 
To this we must add the costs incidental 
to ‘the instruction of agents at Bangkok, 
probably a-series of cable charges and 
many other items Wo numerous ta 
specify. When all this. was done the net 
result was to produce from the Siamese 
Government nn official list showing how 
each contractor stood. Subsequently the 
mnnounetment was made that owing to 
tho state of the Siamese finances it had 
been decided not te yplace the odors, 
This, of course, is only one "example of 
a-great many enquiries which ‘are made, 
and although no doubt when it originat- 
ed the request was quite bona fide, there 
is another class of enquiry which is-con- 
tinuslly floating. round, and this is the 
casual and ‘irresponsible testing of the 
market, carried out in an apparently 
light-hearted, fashion “by some: brokers 
who have’ no prospective client and think 
that something might.come into the, net 
as a result of their enterprise. All this 
chills for 1 considerable ‘pmount ‘of work, 
includipg, very often, overtime in ‘the 
drawing offices and also involving, the re- 
yelation of technical details of which some 
recipients arc rather prone to toke an 
unfair advantage. The correspondent 
aeks how much longer shipbuilders will 
continue to give gratis the beatfit of their 
éxperience, reminding ' us that in the 
building trades an architect draws a fer 
whrther, the contract is accepted or not. 
He says that “the ‘precedent established 
by the: Americitn Hawaiian Company just 
abont a year ago, when they asked for 
tenders for their 21,000-tons passenger 
yesrels; is.one which might be followed 
with advantage. Tho American Hawaiian 
Company paid-in ‘round figures £2,000 
to each’ of the three shipbuilding- comi- 
panies conditional on their having the 
liberty’ to embody say design or fentures 
submitted by the respective builders.
